After Two Years Careful Study Central Alberta Again 
Looms Up As Big Oil Producing Area.

Hudson’s Bay - Marland Oil Co, Make Location on Sec- 
tion 8, Twp. 49, Range 12, West of 4, for Their 
First Deep Test in Alberta. 


About two years ago, EF W. Marland, head of the 
Marland Oil Co., of Oklahoma and Texas, one of the 
_ most. successful oil operators in the United States, com- 
pleted arrangements with\the Hudson’s Bay Co., for the 
development of oil on the lands held by them in Western 
Canada. This company holds the oil and gas rights on 
practically two sections in every pe in the three 
prairie provinces. This consists of 2,177,600 acres in Al- 
berta, 3,184,000 acres in Sua che van, and 1,206,400 
acres in Manitoba, making a total of 6,568,000 acres. 
While the Hudson's Bay Co., has sold a lot of their land 
in the three Western provinces, they have reserved the 
mineral and oil rights and with the exception of the C. P. 
R. thev are the largest owners of mineral rights in the 
west. With the object of having their oil rights: developed 
the Hidsons Bay-Marland Oil Co., was formed. It was 
decided to have the Marland company send their staff of 
geologists, all men who had had years of successful geo- 
logical experience, and spend two. years making a com- 
plete survey of the three prairie provinces. Mr. Glen’ M. 
Ruby, with a staff of some twenty four geologists, chem- 
ists.and scouts, have spent the last two seasons, examining 
the records of wells drilled, and securing all other data 
pertaining to the many outcroppings’ This has all been 
carefully assembled and after very careful study it has 
been recommended that a deep hole be drilled on Section 
8, Township 49, Range 12. This is about eight miles 
northeast of Viking and about twenty eight miles north 
west of Irma. It is very gratifying to the citizens of the 
Viking and Irma district to know that the company have 
decided to select this part of Alberta for their first deep 
test. This area has long been considered a potential oil 
field. It having been examined and reported favorably on | 
by many:such as. Eugene Coste, Ralph Arnold, Dr. 
J. A. Allan, Mr. S. E. Slipper, the late Chas. E. Taylor and 
many others. Many of these men have been emphatic 
in their belief that the area between Viking’ and Irma 
would some day prove to be a very valuable oil producing 
area. .The Northwestern Utilities, who supply gas to the 
citizens of Edmonton and intervening towns, own leases 
from the Government for the oil and gas rights on a large 
part of the Dominion holdings between Viking and Irma. 
This company has drilled fourteen wells to the gas hori- 
zon, which is found at from 2000 to 2200 feet Every one 
of these wells, which are a mile apart have proved success- 
ful. Not one dry hole has been drilled. In several of these 
wells good oil showings have been encountered. | Last 
summer the gas company entered an agreement with the 
Union Oil Co., of California to develop their vast’ holdings 
for oil. The over production of oil in the United States 
has had a tendency for this company to curtail drilling, 
but we understand that just as soon as there is likely to 
be another shortage of: crude oil this company will also 
start drilling on holdings between Viking and Irma.. A 
few miles north east of this new location the Talpey Ar- 
nold Company own nearly fifty thousand acres of leases. ; 
One well was drilled in this area some years ago and re- 
sults looked very promising at the time. We understand 
that the Talpey Arnold Co. are keeping their leases in 
good standing and that further drilling may be undertak- 
en the coming summer. To the South and East. of this 
location lay the holdings of the Grattan Oil Co., who were 


the pioneer drillers and finders of oil in the Irma-Viking
